Water Service 


At the regular monthly meeting 
of fhe Bethel Water District on 
Tuesday evening, Gene Buswell, 
Barbara Frank and Craig Marson, 
all residents of the Steam Mill 
section of Bethel, attended the 
meeting to discuss the likelihood 
of receiving public water -service. 

It was brought out that Steam 
Mill area residents are con- 
cerned about the health standards 
of private water supplies which 
are closely co-located with individ. 
ual septic systems. 

Discussion . revealed that the 
Town of Bethel and the Androscog- 
gin Valley Regional Planning Com. 
mission, were actively exploring: 
the facts and estimated costs of ex- 
tending water and sewer services 
to this section of Bethel. 

For the Bethel Water District's 
part of such a project, the trustees 

- explained that although the Steam 
Mil] area was included in the 
planned service aréa of the Bethel 
Waiter Company 90 years ago, the 
fact that service was never provid. 
ed at that time is now further 
complicated. by the greatly inflated 
costs of new construction. 

Very low interest loans or out- 
right grants would be required by 
the Water District to extend am 
eight-inch water main from 
Church Street to the Steam Mill 
section at a roughly estimated cost 
of $30 per foot in 1980 dollars. 
Costs of such a project would hava 
to largely be borne by the custom. 
ers who would be served; there-

fore, the larger the number of 
eustomers that would be served 
would mean improved possibilities 
for the District to undertake such 
a project.
